1958 hai] suppression operations.) 

To date the 1958 hail season has 
been @ more normal one than ex- 
perienced last year. The weather 
patterns for the first half of the 
season have produced airflow gen- 
erally from the north west. Prac- 
tically all of the hail storms have 
been acompanied by extremely high 
winds, 

There have been some _ severe 
damage in the area but wo date 
the percentage of the area damaged 
has been very small. As in the 
past two years, there has not been 
a major swath of hail damage ac- 
ross the hail suppression project. 
Since the ground generators are lo- 
cated as far west as the Forestry 
Trunk road, it is impossible to as- 
sess ‘the number of potential storms 
that have been broken up in their 
infancy. 

Definite progress has been made 
in operating procedures this year. 
It has been arranged with Provin- 
cial Government Forestry personel 
on three Lookout Stations in the 
mountains, to supply weather in- 
formation as it exists in their lo- 
cations. These Lookouts are equip- 
ped with radio-telephene and re- 
port any weather changes. 

As mentioned above, 1958 so far, 
has been a light year hail-wise but 
many serious threats have occur- 
red. As a result the ground gen- 
erators have opearted over 5,000 
hours and the aircraft have flowen 
on 35 different days since the be- 
ginning of the project. On many 
of these days both aircraft were 
used and often severa) flights were 
made in a 24 hour period. 

How the remainder of the hail 
season will develope is not known. 
However, as the crop matures it 
becomes more vulnerable and all 
possible will be done to keep ahead 
of this constant threat.

Outdoor Cooking - With A Zest! 

I hope there are going to be some 
picnics in your August plans, be- 
cause I have a brand new idea for 
you to try; an all-in-one meal 
roasted in aluminum foil in the 


open fire. It’s easy to prepare and 
will add new interest to August 
picnics, 


Prepare At Home:- 

For a foil cooked meal season 
hamburger with salt and pepper, 
add chopped green pepper, celery 
or onion as you wish. Take it to 
the picnic along with raw peeled 
carrots, potatoes, onions, corn on 
the cob. Take along, too, a roll of 
aluminum foil. 

At The Picnic;- 

An hour before meal-time as- 
semble the meals individually on 10 
Or 12 inch squares of aluminum 
foil. Cut peeled potatoes in two 
or four pieces lengthwise. Center 
them on the foil and sprinkle with 
salt and pepper. Top with a thick 
slice of onion. Add a large patty 
made of prepared hamburger, then 
another then another slice of onion. 
Season again, add several pieces of 
corn On the cob or small carrots. 

Then lift opposite sides of the 
foil and fold edges together in the 
manner used for wrapping parcels 
in the drug store. 

After making sure each parcel is 
ash-proof drop it into the coals of 
the fire. After 20 minutes, turn the 
parcels over and cook another 20 
minutes, Rake them out of the 
coals and allow to cool for a few 
minutes. Brush off the ashes and 
place one at each place on the 
picnic table. 

The foil serves as plates for the 
meal. The only utensils needed 
will be a fork and cup for each 
person. Serve with tossed green 
salad, buttered rolls, pickles, bever- 
age and dessert, 

Fires For Outdoor Cooking: - 

Do be careful. Every year some 
careless camper seems to leave a 
fire that was not completely ex- 
tinguished — resulting in much 
damage.
